In Libliy PriHOii by a It 
of a Xe^i York Regiment. 


Cyrus 0. Thornton, a farmer living a 


few miles out of Bolivar, Mass,, has, 
an odd watch chain. It is made of hu- 
man bones The chain consists of eight 
inks, each a trifle more than an inch 
.ong, connected with plated rings. The 
chain is about ten inches long and has 
jeen highly polished by years of w ear 
and glistens like ivory, says the Pall 
Eiver News. 


Thornton secured the chain at Peters- 


jurg, Va., in 1864. He was a member 
of company iE, Fiftieth New York en- 
gineers.

sold liim one chain for $50 in green- 
)acks. Thornton has forgotten the 
maker's name. The bones were taken 
rom amputated arms and legs, and. it 
equired 18 months' time to carve out 
he chains 
For man^ years af ter he 


.ame home from the war Thornton 
rore the chain every daj', but for sev- 
ral years lie has worn it only on Me- 
morial day and at grand army reunions, 
some of his neighbors laughed at the 
dea of the bones being- taken iroai hu- 
man bodies, and he sent the chain to a 
urgeon, who examined it and pro- 
ounced it to be of human bones. 


rlnec Cchtomslca Is the Friend and 


OonlLdnnt oi Nieliolna. 


Prince Uchtomski, who lately left St. 
etersburg for Peking with eight ton^ 
f presents, from the czar and czarina 
or the emperor and empiess of China, 
s perhaps the most intimate friend and 
associate that Nicholas ha-s among his 
ubjects. He accompanied tuc czar on 
is memorable trip to China <ind Japan, 
and was able thoroughly to ingrati- 
te himself with, the youth, who was 
estined so short a time after to be- 
ome his sovereign. Uchtomski was at 
ae time an official of the ministry of 
lie interior, but was not liked either 
y his immediate chiefs or by the min- 
ster himself, M. Dournovo, ^nnd eon- 
equently had seen many of hi& juniors 
romoted over lis head. No sooner 
iad Nicholas succeeded to the throne 
han the minister, anxious to curry 
avor with the new czar, submitted 
o him a memorandum proposing 
'rince Uehtomslo for promotion and 
or the appointment as chief of a new 
epartment. The czar read the memoir, 
nd then, with a sarcastic smile, re- 
marked: "Oh, you are suddenly appre- 
iating Uehtomski's merits." 
11. Dournovo became perplexed and 
erribly einbiuras&ed, whereupon, the 
zar commanded him to leave it on his 
.esk. Uchtomfaki recehed the appoint- 
nent in question, but held it only foi 


few dajs, resigning it in order to as- 
urne the presidency oi the newly or- 
•rnizedlUisso-Chmese bank at St. Pa- 
ersburg, to which he had been nomi- 
ated by -the czar, and which is in- 
rusted with the management of the 
xtensive financial relations between 
he. two governments 
The czar like- 


vise authorized him to become the 
ditfr in ohipf of the now important 
laily newspaper, the Viedomosti, which 
lenves its importance from the convic- 
tion that it reflect1! the personal -new; 


the czar, and which distinguishes it - 


self for its championship of Russia's 
nterests in the orient. 


The prince holds the appointment of 
haniberlain and master of ceremonies' 
o tho czar, so that he is able to obtain 
access to his imperial friend and, patron 
xt all times. It may be added that one 
of his brothers is ntnal attache to the 
Muscovite embassy in London, w hile nn- 
other, Alexander by name, created a 
rem-endous sensation about a year ago 


suddenly turning his back upon his 


club nnd associates, and entering tho 
monastery of Kazan as a monk. No one 
mows exactly the reason for Ins as1 ca- 
shing net, but it i"3 believed that tliei'ii 
s a woman in, the c,i--c.—Detroit.

THK COAI. MINERS' STBIKK. 


The Philaielphia American, a paper 


which is edited by Wharton Barker, a 
banker who believes in free coinage 
and a tariff that will benefit the work- 
ingman, not the trasts, says of the coal 
miners' strike: 


"Yet, we repeat, if ever men had 


cause to strike, the coal miners of to- 
day have that cause. By cuts m the 
rate of pay and by enforced idleness, 
their wages have been so reduced as to 
bring them to extreme poverty. We 
lately had a report, made by an inves- 
tigating committee of the Legislature 
of Pennsylvania, to the effect that the 
average earnings of the miners of Penn 
sylvania were in the neighborhood ol 
but $4 a -week. In the coal fields o! 
Illinois, the average weekly earnings o 
a miner are given at but $2, out of 
which they are expected to pay rent 
and support their homes. That they 
must go hungry is plain. So thev have 
been driven to desperation. Might as 
well starve striking for living wages as 
starve at grinding toil, is their feeling, 
and so their resort to a strike into 
which they have been spurred by the 
magnified reports of industrial revivals 
and minimized reports of industrial 
shut-downs catered up by the metro-

Added to his loss of income 
through wage cuts and enforced idle- 
ness, is the loss in the purchasing 
power of his scanty wage through the 
despicable practice of paying him his 
wage, not ic money, but in orders on 
the company stoiea. 
And at these 


stores exorbitant prices, exorbitant as 
compared to prices ruling in other 
stores, are charged for supplies. And 
these exorbitant prices, the miner, paid 
in store orders, must pay, for his store 
orders 
commonly pieces of metal 


calling for so many cents' worth of 
goods at the company stores, and abso- 
lutely worthlebs ai, all other stores. So 
we have, through this practice of pay- 
ment in store orders, a virtual cut in 
the wages of miners below that nom- 
inally paid, and because of this prac- 
tice all the more reason has the miner 
to strike for an increase of wages. 


"In the circular calling out the min- 


ers on strike, the National Executive 
Board of the United Mine Workers

And BO, now that we are told the prom- 
ised prosperity is at hand, the coal 
miners insists on sharing it And if the 
promised prosperity is not at hand, if 
it has not come, he is not to be harshly 
judged for demanding to share in that 
which is a myth, yet which he has been 
told is a fact. 
Especially is it unjust 


for the metropolitan papers that have 
insisted on the presence of prosperity 
to so judge him. 
Yet they do judge 


him and condemn him, condemn him 
for demanding a share in that which 
does not exist, yet which (bey have 
told him does exist, condemn him for 
following their false teachings."

Carious Engine-crime Structure «t 


ttoc Month of the River Nervio». 
At the mouth of the river Nervion, 


which flows into the Bay of Biscay be- 
tween Portugalete and Las Arenas, a 
curious engineering structure has been 
erected within the last few years to 
transport passengers, cattle and ve- 
hicleb without interfering 
with the 


river traffic. It consists, says the Man- 
chester Guaidian, of a couple of towers 
200 feet high, one on each bank; from 
these a bridge is suspended by chains 
at a height sufficient to clear the masts 
of vessels—that is, nearly 150 feet above 
the water level of the spring tides. 
This bridge carries a line of rails on 
which a trolley is pulled to and fro 
by an engine on the las 
Arenas or 


northern si3e. With it goes a car, hung 
bj steel cables, in which the passengers 
take their seats. This is not wound up 
to the top, but stays at the level of 
the quays Thus the transit is effected 
quickly and regularly, without the de- 
lay inseparable from a swing bridge. 
A similar "pont transbordeur" is to be 
&et up over the Seine near Eoiien by 
a French company. In general ap- 
pearance it will resemble the Span- 
ish one, and if equally successful will 
piobably lead to the application of the 
piinciple elsewhere. It seems odd that 
tor such a simple anrt uselul device 
engineers should have to go to Spain,

For a long time in India the appar- 


ent transmutation of tin, zinc, copper 
and mcr6ury into precious metals'has 
been practiced. We have seen there, 
with our own eyes a metal like gold is- 
suing from the crucible of tlie Indian 
alchemist—a metal that could not be 
told from real gold by means of the 
touchstone. We may say, however, that 
in old India, as well as in young: Amer- 
ica, they have not yet sueceedeiil in giv-, 
ing to the metal thus obtained the 
chemical properties of gold. On this 
point they are not more advanced in 
the one country than in the other, and 
the problem seems to us not to be near 
solution. The metal obtained can, in' 
fact, be decomposed into its constituent 
elements. 
Nevertheless it may be in- 


teresting to present to public notice the 
Indian alchemists and to describe their 
methods. Around these personages 
many legends have sprung up. 
The 


people assert that they never come into 
a city except by divine inspiration, in 
order to cure illness and to enrich cer- 
tain persons. There is a belief among 
the Hindus, very widespread, but pure- 
ly > fabulous, that they disappear at cer- 
tain hours to rejoin tlie cittars, divine 
naturalists of the early ages of India, 
who, according to Hindu tradition, 
meet with their divinity, Hari Ishari, 
on the summits of the Himalayas, to 
learn the secrets of nature. 


The following is the method em- 


ployed by these Indian alchemists to 
make their gold: We give literally, 
conforming to the weigkts and meas- 
ures in use in India, the list of sub- 
stances necessary for this delicate oper- 
ation. These are, according to our 
documents: 


Sulfur 
oi iNelli-Kai 
(phylanthus 


lernblica), 24 rupees' weight (7 oun«es). 


White seeds of Abra precatorius, 9 


rupee:,' weight (3y3 ounces). 


One whole garlic. 
Cinnabar, C rupees' weight (3 ounces). 
English orpiment, G rupees' weight. 
Sal ammoniac, G rupees' weight. 
These are powdered separately, and 


then a paste is made oi the whole, with. 
thioe quarts of "paddy" made of the 
milky juice of asclepias gigantea. Tlie 
whole is1 grountl up with' this milk. 
Then little hard bnlls are made of the 
mixtuie, and finally two sattis are 
taken, of fine, hard earthenware, of 
such &ize that the material to be dis- 
tilled occupies only one-third or one- 
fourth oi the vessel. On the lower ves- 
sel another satti is soldered with pot- 
lei's earth, after an opening has been 
made in tlie end of this second vase. 
Cher this hole is fitted a bottle whose 
end is pierced, and it is oarefully sealed 
to the vase. Into the lower vase are 
put the little balls described above, and 
the v hole is then sealed up. 


The powder, when vaporized, rises 


along1 tho sirlo'? of tho bottle and con- 
denses around the hole. It is collected 
with a feather. Then zinc is taken; 
for each rupee's weight of zinc is al- 
lowed a quantity of the powder ns large 
a-a two or three vice grains. The zinc 
and the powder arc wrapped up to- 
gether in a bit of paper 01 linen or a 
Unit'. The whole is put into a crucible, 
\\hich is then sealed with a p.'i&tc com- 
posed of one pare of cow clung, one of 
charcoal aiul one of potter'b earth, 
This i", placed in a lire of wood char-, 
coal nrd K'tilecl white hot, after which 
it is nlUwecl.to cool. Open the crucible 
—you are a rich man!—Paris Cosmos.
